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Sweeney announces end to political career 


Councilmen reflect on mayor's 16 years in office

Mayor Steve Sweeney 
on not seeking re-election

After 16 years as mayor 
of Liberty, Steve Sweeney 
is calling it quits, with¬ 
drawing from the race in 
November. 

“I’ve been thinking 
about it for a few weeks 
and I guess if I could sum 
it all up with one word it’s 
‘grandchildren.’” I’ve got 
six and we’re really close 
and I’m an old man now 
and I just want to spend 
time with them,” Sweeney 
said. 

The four term mayor 


made the announcement 
on Thursday at the end of a 
special called city council 
meeting at noon. 

Councilmen Steven 
Brown, Mitchell Phil¬ 
lips, Larry Bowmer, and 
Brian Beeler attended the 
meeting while councilmen 
Brad Vaughn and Andy 
Lawhorn were absent. 

Sweeney’s announce¬ 
ment took the council by 
surprise. 

“It absolutely blew my 
mind. I couldn’t believe it. 
When he said that I turned 
to Mitchell and said ‘Did 
he just say what I think 


he said?”’ Beeler said. “I 
think he’s been an excel¬ 
lent mayor and I would 
have loved to have served 
another four years with 
him as a councilman,” 
Beeler said. 

First-term council mem¬ 
ber Andy Lawhorn, who 
at times had differences 
with Sweeney, nonetheless 
commended him for a job 
well done. 

“Anybody can drive 
down the streets and see 
Liberty is a better looking 
place than when he took 
office. 

Steve has done a lot 


of good for the city,” 
Lawhorn said. 

While Sweeney said that 
any accomplishment was a 
“group effort,” he is proud 
of the way he’s leaving the 
city. 

“The city continues to 
change. I believe it will 
evolve in positive ways 
with the continued offer¬ 
ings in the new theater and 
the opening of the college. 
We are on sound financial 
footing and I can see no 
reason for that to change 
with sound and prudent

Liberty man 
indicted for 
murder, Dili 
in car crash

A Liberty man will face prosecutors 
in court for his alleged role in the death 
of another man in a car crash the end of 
January. 

Marvin Jeff Lee, 

50, of 1621 Wallace 
Wilkinson Boule¬ 
vard, was indicted 
by a Casey County 
grand jury on July 
14 on a charge of 
murder and first of¬ 
fense DUI. 

A Kentucky State 
Police press release |_EE 

from Jan. 31 states 
that Lee was headed 

southbound on U.S. 127 about three miles 
north of Liberty in a 1989 Toyota pickup. 

Lee crossed into the northbound lane 
and hit a 2005 Suzuki driven by Michael 
Beal, 26, of Hustonville. Casey County 
Coroner Tommy Clark pronounced Beal 
dead at the scene while Lee was flown to 
the UK Medical Center in Lexington. 

Trooper Kevin Roberts, who inves¬ 
tigated the accident, said that seat belts 
were not in use. 

Lee is being held in the Casey County 
Detention Center on a $100,000 cash or 
secured property bond.

Vandalism,

Liberty police officers 
are searching for persons 
who broke into the city’s 
sewer building and vandal¬ 
ized a truck. In a second in¬ 
cident, three vehicles were 
captured on videotape at 
the Central Kentucky AG/ 
EXPO Center stealing gas 
from a county gas tank. 

Chief Steven Garrett said 
that someone broke a win¬ 
dow and entered a small 
building at the city’s sewer 
department sometime dur¬ 
ing the weekend — and 
it could have ended with 
deadly consequences. 

“Either climbing in or 
out of the window, they 
stepped on a water line and 
broke it. But just by it was 
a chlorine gas line that had 
they broken it, they might 
have been dead,” Garrett

said. 

The culprits took a mi¬ 
croscope used at the plant, 
stole the key to the garbage 
truck as well as a fire ex¬ 
tinguisher, and emptied 
a fire extinguisher in the 
truck the city uses to haul 
leaves, Garrett said. 

About 5 a.m. on Mon¬ 
day morning, officers dis¬ 
covered from a videotape 
that three vehicles had 
taken fuel from a gas tank 
belonging to the county at 
the Ag Center. The county 
used the tank to fill lawn- 
mowers, Garrett said. 

Garrett said that one of 
the vehicles seen on the 
tape was a small extended 
cab pickup truck.

The science of making great kraut 


Don’t you love the title? 
There’s more art than sci¬ 
ence to kraut making un¬ 
less you are a biologist/ 
scientist. I’m just a simple 
old country woman and I 
lean to the art side of mak¬ 
ing kraut. 

I have made kraut the last 
two years with my friends 
Ophelia and her father, 
Barney. In 2013 we made 
64 quarts of kraut and on 
June 30 this year we made 
67 quarts. I hope this year’s 
is as good as last year’s be¬ 
cause it was the best I ever 
put in my mouth! 

So, how do you start? 
This is what we did the last 
two years. Barney contact¬ 
ed Ephraim Burkholder and 
told him we wanted some 
of his super-special organic 
cabbage. Ephraim’s cab¬ 
bage really is spectacular. 
This year the heads of cab¬ 
bage were as big as soccer 
balls. 

Don’t ever forget 
that you’ve got to start 
with good cabbage and 
Ephraim’s cabbage is the 
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best (we think). Ephraim 
is one of the Burkholders 
who have owned 501 Pro¬ 
duce out between Labas- 
cus and Phil. The produce 
there is certified organic 
and is grown on the Burk¬ 
holder farm and the farms 
of adjoining neighbors. 
Paul Burkholder, the cur¬ 
rent owner of 501 Produce, 
is the third generation of 
Burkholders who has been 
selling produce at this loca¬ 
tion for the last 36 years. 

According to the old 
wives’ tales, there are cer¬ 
tain times of the month a 
woman cannot make kraut 
or pickles so you plan 
around that, if applicable. 
Also, when we were plan¬ 
ning our kraut making, 
Ophelia called Artie Dav¬ 
enport to see when the 


“signs” (astrological) were 
right for good kraut mak¬ 
ing. Artie informed her that 
we had to do the kraut be¬ 
fore July 2 when the sign 
was in the bowels. We paid 
attention. June 30 was in a 
good sign. 

What recipe did we use? 
We use Betty Henson’s 
recipe that came from her 
husband, Earl. It has to be 
followed explicitly — no 
changes, no skirting the di¬ 
rections, no skimping. You 
don’t mess with a good 
thing. 

After the kraut is in the 
jars and the pickling solu¬ 
tion is added, Barney has to 
put the lids on and he has to 
tighten them down tighter 
than Ophelia and I are ca¬ 
pable. Tight! 

OK, the kraut is in the 
jars, the pickling solution 
has been added, and Bar¬ 
ney has tightened down the 
jar lids as tight as possible. 
Tight! What is left to do? 

Well, now we have to call 
Betty and ask her to say her 
special kraut prayer. (Yes, 


she prays over our kraut.) 
Just so you know, it ain’t 
kraut until “Aunt Betty” 
says it’s kraut. Amen! 

The kraut jars have to sit 
undisturbed and in a dark 
place for 30 days before 
they can be moved else¬ 
where for storage. They 
spew, “burp”, and put out 
smells that only a kraut 
lover could appreciate dur¬ 
ing this 30-day resting pe¬ 
riod. Small children and 
dogs have been known to 
run away from the smell 
during this time. 

If this year’s kraut is as 
good as last year’s making, 
we are going to be happy 
campers. One word to the 
wise, however. When you 
open a jar you must take 
it outdoors and point the 
opening away from your 
body. It spews. We know 
a fellow who found out the 
hard way when he attempt¬ 
ed to open a jar in his new 
truck. He still hasn’t found 
all the kraut that spewed 
out. What a hoot!

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BOE approves amended school calendar

The Casey County Board 
of Education approved the 
amended 2014-15 school 
calendar during a meeting 
on July 14. 

Classes for students will 
begin on Aug. 7, with the 
last day of classes now set 
for May 20. 

Fall break is scheduled 
for Oct. 6-10, Thanksgiv¬ 
ing break from Nov. 26- 
28, and Christmas break 
from Dec. 22-Jan. 2, with 
students returning to class¬ 
es on Tuesday, Jan. 6. 

Spring break is set for 


April 6-10 but is subject 
to change due to the pos- 
siblity of having to make 
up days lost to hazardous 
winter weather. 

In other business, the 
board: 

■ Heard Craig Griffin, 
Transportation Director, 
report on a walk-through 
conducted by the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Edu¬ 
cation, who came to the 
bus garage to review work 
orders, mechanic records, 
and bus maintenance. 
Griffin said the bus garage 
was clean, buses were 


maintained, and work or¬ 
ders were complete. KDE 
expressed concern about 
there only being two part- 
time, four-hour mechanics 
to manage 56 buses, when 
the state recommends one 
eight-hour mechanic for 
every 20 school buses. 

Griffin proposed the 
board hire two eight-hour 
mechanics, which he said 
would save them money 
on outsourcing mechani¬ 
cal problems. This was 
approved, while the pay 
scale for the two mechan¬ 
ics was scheduled to be 
determined at a July 22 
special called meeting. 


■ Approved the owner/ 
architect agreements with 
Larry Schwering regard¬ 
ing the roofing repairs at 
Casey County High School 
and Middle School. 

■ Approved 2014-15 
bell schedules; high school 
beginning time will be at 
8 a.m. and ending time at 
3 p.m.; middle school be¬ 
ginning time will be 8 a.m. 
and ending time at 2:53 
p.m.; Jones Park Elemen¬ 
tary, Liberty Elementary, 
and Walnut Hill Elemen¬ 
tary will all begin at 8 a.m. 
and end at 2:40 p.m. 

■ Heard Superinden- 
dent Marion Sowders 


give the drop out report 
for the 2013-14 year, in 
which only one senior 
quit school. 

“They’ve done a great 
job keeping these students 
in credit recovery and sup¬ 
porting them,” Sowders 
said. 

■ Heard Sowders say 
the Kentucky Department 
of Education, including 
the Commissioner, Chief 
of Staff, and associate 
commissioners, will visit 
Casey County on Septem¬ 
ber 19. 

“It’s going to be an awe¬ 
some day for our district 
to highlight all the things 


we’ve got going on. This 
will be the day for us to 
see if there are services 
the KDE are not provid¬ 
ing in a timely manner 
that we could get extra 
support on, and just hear 
concerns from the district 
in Kentucky. This will be a 
great opportunity for us,” 
Sowders said. 

■ Approved the finan¬ 
cial report given by Deena 
Randolph, Manager of 
District Wide Services. 
Randolph reported that 
the general fund had $6.3 
million, with total cash at 
$6.9 million.

Senior removed from home 
after meth bust

An 81-year-old woman was removed from 
a Junction City home on July 17 after police 
arrested her grandson for allegedly operating 
a meth lab. 

Police found a one-step or “shake and bake” 
lab at 71 S. Third St., according to Junction 
City Police Chief Merl Baldwin. 

“We were called up here with Adult Protec¬ 
tive Services. Once we got here, we noticed a 
strong odor of meth,” Baldwin said. 

Jeremy Crowe, 29, faces charges of manu¬ 
facturing methamphetamine, possession of 
methamphetamine, five counts of wanton 
endangerment, and possession of a precursor 
drug. 

The endangerment charges include the 
woman, whose name wasn’t released, and 
police who processed the scene, according to 
Baldwin. Police only found about a teaspoon 
of the drug, indicating Crowe allegedly was 
only making it for personal use, according to 
Boyle County Sheriff Marty Elliott. 

“He’s totally paranoid,” Elliott said. “He’s 
got cameras set up eveiywhere, and you can 
see where he was crawling in and out of the 
window.” 

The woman was evaluated for exposure or 
possible meth use at Ephraim McDowell Re¬ 
gional Medical Center due to her behavior and 
physical condition, according to social worker 
Carl Graham. She was released later to family, 
police said. 

“There were cockroaches in her meds, and 
she is incredibly lethargic for what meds she 
is on,” Graham said. “She shouldn’t be acting 
that way.”

A body has been found at a Glendale resi¬ 
dence and two Munfordville residents are 
charged with murder and kidnapping. 

According to an arrest citation, Kentucky 
State Police found a Hispanic male’s body 
July 19 in a vehicle at a residence in the 2100 
block of Gilead Church Road in Glendale. 
The body was bound, wrapped in a blanket 
and had a gunshot wound to the head. 

Police arrested Oc tavio Fernandez Correa, 
24, and Tiffany Nicole Hodges, 31, on July 20. 
Correa is charged with murder, kidnapping 
that resulted in a death and theft by unlawful 
taking, automobile more than $500, but less 
than $10,000. 

Hodges is charged with complicity to mur¬ 
der, complicity to kidnapping that resulted in a 
death and theft by unlawful taking, automobile 
more than $500, but less than $10,000. 

According to their arrest citations, Correa 
kidnapped the victim from a residence in Mu¬ 
nfordville in the victim’s vehicle and drove to 
the Glendale residence. 

Hodges allegedly told police she assisted 
Correa in binding the victim and wrapping 
him in a blanket. She also said she witnessed 
Correa shoot the victim in the head “causing 
his death,” a citation said. 

Correa and Hodges are being held at the 
Hardin County Detention Center in lieu of a 
$1 million cash bond. They are scheduled for 
a video arraignment at 8:30 a.m. today in Har¬ 
din District Court.

A Corbin man accused of claiming to be a 
Corbin police officer and ordering five large 
pizzas to be delivered to the station is out of jail 
and awaiting his day in court. 

Michael Harp, 29, was released from the 
Whitley County Detention Center on a $2,500 
surety bond July 16. 

Under the terms of a surety bond, the in¬ 
dividual does not have to post any money or 
property, but signs paperwork agreeing to ap¬ 
pear in court as required. According to officials 
at the Whitley County Court Clerk’s office, no 
court date has been set. 

Harp was initially arrested about 8:30 p.m. 
on charges that he had shoplifted $36 worth of 
beer from the Circle K on Gordon Street. 

“He had the big cammo pants on and was 
caught on video stuffing the big cans of beer 
in the pockets and running out the door,” said 
Corbin Police Major Rob Jones, the depart¬ 
ment’s public affairs officer, adding that Harp 
allegedly did that two or three times that day. 

Corbin Police Captain Coy Wilson took 
Harp into custody and lodged him in a hold 
cell at the police station while completing the 
paperwork. At some point, Harp asked to use 
his cell phone to make a call. He allegedly 
used it to call the Domino’s Pizza in Corbin, 
claiming to be Wilson and requesting the five 
large pizzas. Harp was taken on to the deten¬ 
tion center before the pizzas arrived, which 
was about 11 p.m. 

“Officer Jeff Hill paid for the pizzas,” Jones 
said, noting the bill was about $50. 

In addition to the shoplifting and public in¬ 
toxication charges, Harp has also been charged

Commonwealth recommends two years on burglary charge

A Casey County man 
may spend two years in 
prison for his role in a bur¬ 
glary. 

Appearing before Casey 
County Circuit Court Judge 
Judy D. Vance on July 
14, Michael Keith Tilyou 
pleaded guilty to third-de¬ 
gree burglary, theft by un¬ 
lawful taking $500 or more 
but under $10,000, public 


intoxication of a controlled 
substance, menacing, first- 
degree first offense posses¬ 
sion of a controlled sub¬ 
stance, meth; possession 
of synthetic drugs, a class 
B misdemeanor; and pos¬ 
session of marijuana. Sen¬ 
tencing is scheduled for 
Aug. 25. 

The Commonwealth is 
recommending that the 
theft by unlawful taking 
charge be amended to un¬ 
authorized use of a vehicle 


and to dismiss the public 
intoxication and menacing 
charges. 

Also, the Common¬ 
wealth recommends that 
Tilyou spend two years in 
the penitentiary.

■ Jeremy Kyle Bran- 


scum pleaded guilty to 
third-degree burglary and 
theft by unlawful from 
building, $500 or more but 
under $10,000. Sentencing 
is Aug. 25. 

■ Emma Mae Bailey 
pleaded guilty to custodial 
interference, with sentenc¬ 
ing set for Aug.25. 

■ Barry D. Mills plead¬ 
ed guilty to first offense 
trafficking in marijuana 
8 ounces to less than 5 
pounds, first offense culti¬ 


vating marijuana, less than 
five plants, and tampering 
with physical evidence. 
Sentencing is Aug. 18. 

■ Cassandra Ruth Lane, 
probation violation for fel¬ 
ony offense, pretrial void¬ 
ed, sentencing Aug. 25. 

Originally sentenced in 
September 2013 to five 
years probation on a charge 
of second-degree criminal 
abuse, Lane had repeated 
violations concerning her 
probation.

Campbellsville city councilman charged with 0UI

A Campbellsville City 
Council member and doctor 
is facing a charge of operating 
a boat while 
under the 
influence of 
alcohol. 

Dr. James 
“Jimmy” E. 

Ewing of 
607 Hyde 
Park St. in 
Campbells¬ 
ville, was 
arrested on Saturday, July 12, 
at 9:56 p.m. on Green River 


Lake, seven miles south of 
Campbellsville. 

According to Ewing’s ar¬ 
rest citation, Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Fish & Wildlife 
Resources officer Jared Ervin 
wrote that he saw Ewing op¬ 
erating a Champion 210 boat 
without all-around-white 
light. State law requires boats 
to be properly illuminated be¬ 
tween sunset and sunrise. 

Ervin wrote that, upon in¬ 
spection, Ewing moved very 
slowly while searching for 
the safety equipment. The 
report states that the boat 
was equipped with the light, 
though it wasn’t working. 


Ervin asked Ewing to sub¬ 
mit to a field sobriety test and 
he complied. Ervin wrote that 
Ewing exhibited six clues in¬ 
dicating impairment during 
the horizontal gaze nystag¬ 
mus test and more clues while 
performing another test. 

The report states that Ew¬ 
ing’s blood alcohol concen¬ 
tration level was .102, higher 
than the legal limit of .08. 

Ewing was arrested and 
lodged at the Taylor County 
Detention Center. He posted 
a $500 bond and was released 
that night. 

The highest vote getter in 
the 2012 City Council elec¬ 


tion, Ewing serves as mayor 
pro tern. With this distinc¬ 
tion, Ewing acts as mayor in 
the event of Campbellsville 
Mayor Tony Young’s ab¬ 
sence. Ewing is seeking re- 
election for his Council seat 
this November. 

Ewing is employed at Tay¬ 
lor Regional Hospital as an 
ear, nose and throat physi¬ 
cian. 

According to state law, op¬ 
erating a boat while under the 
influence doesn’t cany the 
same penalty as driving under 
the influence. 

If found guilty, Ewing 
could receive a $250 fine and

We also 
heard from Gary Cox, rep¬ 
resenting the Association 
of Independent Kentucky 
Colleges and Universities, 
who discussed the benefits 
of Kentucky’s private col¬ 
leges. 

We are indeed fortunate 
to live in a state blessed 
with an abundance of edu¬ 
cational options. Both pub¬ 
lic and private institutions 
contribute to our tradition 
of educational excellence.

We need to work on 
the affordability of higher 
education for Kentucky 
students, and monitor the 
amount of student debt 
young people are incurring. 
These factors are impor¬ 
tant as students consider, 
and work, toward obtain¬ 
ing a college education. 
My other IJC meetings 
included IJC on Health 
and Welfare, during which 
we heard testimony from 
medical groups claim¬ 
ing a critical shortage in 
primary care physicians. 


Concerns were raised 
that the increased enroll¬ 
ment through the Af¬ 
fordable Care Act will 
increase waiting times 
to see physicians - many 
who already deal with 
huge patient loads. As of 
April 2014, 330,615 new 
Medicaid recipients were 
added, and 82,795 people 
purchased private insur¬ 
ance. These numbers are 
putting a strain on the cur¬ 
rent medical care commu¬ 
nity. 

The Senate worked to 
provide solutions by pass¬ 
ing a law to expand the 
services offered by nurse 
practitioners. This law 
went into effect July 15. 
We will watch to see if 
relief is provided as nurse 
practitioners are able to 


provide more services. 
Two of my other commit¬ 
tees, Economic Develop¬ 
ment and Tourism, and 
Labor and Industry, met 
j ointly at Lake Cumberland 
State Resort Park. Dur¬ 
ing the meeting we heard 
testimony on Kentucky’s 
Houseboat Industry as well 
as the water sports that are 
enjoyed on our lakes and 
rivers. The economic im¬ 
pact is amazing with the 
tourism, houseboat in¬ 
dustry, and all the related 
businesses in our state. 
The Subcommittee on En¬ 
ergy met July 18 in Frank- 
fort. I joined the other 
members in hearing from 
the Cabinet for Health and 
Lamily Services regarding 
the Low Energy Assistance 
Program Block Grant 


Application. Representa¬ 
tives from Clark Energy 
and KU and LG& E also 
testified on rising electric 
prices and programs for 
low-income consumers. 

Finally, the Public Ser¬ 
vices Commission present¬ 
ed on the process utilities go 
through to set utility rates. 
While we enjoyed hear¬ 
ing about this signa¬ 
ture piece of Kentucky’s 
economy and tourism, the 
800-pound gorilla in the 
room is the $90.9 million 
budget shortfall. 

Gov. Beshear will use 
agency surpluses, general 
funds and rainy-day funds 
to cover the shortage. 

To echo our Senate 
President’s thoughts, this 
is appropriate for a one¬ 
time fix, but it is simply a 


symptom of a larger prob¬ 
lem. Our economy remains 
sluggish. We need to make 
economic and tax policies 
that will make Kentucky 
more business-friendly 
and we must find a way to 
succeed in the face of in¬ 
creased federal regulations 
on our industries. If the 
status quo continues, these 
problems will persist.

The cooler temperatures 
and lower humidity that 
spread across Kentucky this 
week made it feel more like 
early fall than the dog days 
of summer. 

Fall hunting season seems 
closer with a crispness in the 
air in mid-July. And in real¬ 
ity, it isn’t far off. Early fall 
squirrel season in Kentucky 
opens in less than a month. 

Spending time at the 
shooting range now not only 
is fun but it’s also a surefire 
way to ensure you’ll be ready 
when it counts this fall. 

“Ranges are established 
places where people go to 
shoot rifles, pistols, shot¬ 
guns, even archery,” said 
Bill Baida, Hunter Educa¬ 
tion Supervisor with the 
Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
“Rarely are all of these done 
at the same time and at the 
same range.” 

Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life has public shooting 
ranges (tube, trap and skeet, 
and archery) on select wild¬ 
life management areas in 
Kentucky. A complete list 
is available online at fw.ky. 
gov. 

These public shooting 
ranges are self-serve - trap 
and skeet ranges are open 
to organized clubs or groups 
and must be reserved 30 
days in advance - and users 
must comply with the post¬ 
ed rules. Some of the guide¬ 
lines are based on courtesy; 
the majority focus on safety. 

“When you get to a range, 
there should be a sign that 
clearly marks what the range 
is for,” Baida said. “Be aware 
of what you can and cannot 


use on each range because 
these ranges are placed and 
have safety zones according 
to the firearms they’re de¬ 
signed to handle.” 

The basic rules of fire¬ 
arms safety still apply at the 
range: 

■ Treat every firearm as 
if it’s loaded. Keep the ac¬ 
tion open and the firearm 
unloaded until you’re ready 
to fire. 

■ Make sure you point 
the firearm in a safe direc¬ 
tion. At a range, that’s des¬ 
ignated as toward the target. 
Never point it at yourself or 
others. 

■ Keep your finger off the 
trigger until you’re ready to 
shoot. 

■ Know your target and 
what’s in front of or behind 
it. 

“Probably the most com¬ 
mon thing I see on rifle 
ranges is people still han¬ 
dling a firearm on the firing 
line while people are down 
range,” Baida said. “For 
safety and courtesy that’s 
something you shouldn’t 
do when people have gone 
down range to work on tar¬ 
gets.” 

The same applies for shot- 
gunners. 

“From time to time people 
need to go down to the trap 
houses and reload the throw¬ 
er,” Baida said. “Again, you 
should not be handling your 
firearms when someone does 
that. Most shotgun ranges 
are pretty good about having 
a rack to put your shotgun in 
when you’re not shooting.” 

Aside from proper han¬ 
dling of firearms, there are 


two other safety measures to 
keep in mind. 

Eye and ear protection are 
required at all times. 

Depending on the weath¬ 
er, an anti-fog lens cleaner 
may need to be applied to 
safety glasses. 

“Another thing that helps 
keep your glasses from fog¬ 
ging up is to take off your 
hat,” Baida said. 

Hearing damage is ir¬ 
reversible, and the sound 
of your firearm going off 
should not be the signal to 
protect your ears. 

Baida advises wearing ear 
plugs and ear muffs when 
shooting anything other than 
a .22 caliber firearm. 


range 

“With a .22,1 recommend 
one or the other,” Baida 
said. 

As more people visit the 
shooting range with the fall 
hunting season drawing 
closer, be even more aware 
of what’s going on around 
you. Don’t be bashful about 
calling for a cease fire if you 
observe a potentially dan¬ 
gerous situation. 

“Everyone should stop 
shooting and figure out 
what’s going on and fix 
it,” Baida said. “It’s not a 
big deal. Just get it done. If 
someone gets hurt then it’s a 
big deal.”

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Clean water the most important nutrient for livestock 


Water is the most impor¬ 
tant nutrient for animals, 
and it is essential to ensure 
that animals have ample 
access to clean water. Hav¬ 
ing water available to live¬ 
stock allows for optimal 
animal performance and 
health. Dry matter intake 
is directly related to water 
intake, and the less an ani¬ 
mal drinks, the less feed it 
will consume. This leads to 
reduced weight gains, milk 
production, and animal 
performance. Water ac¬ 
counts for 50 to 80 percent 
of an animal’s weight and 
is involved in every physi¬ 
ological process. 

It is vital that there is 
enough water available 
for the entire herd during 
hot weather because water 
requirements double when 
temperatures increase from 
50° to 95° F. Water quality 
affects water intake, herd 
health and performance. 
Waterers should be cleaned 
frequently to ensure the 
water does not become 
contaminated. During a 
drought, water quality de¬ 
clines as the concentra¬ 
tion of pollutants increases 
when water evaporates and 
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becomes stagnant. Using 
city or county water will 
decrease the likelihood of 
this happening, but is not 
always a practical option. 
Try to avoid contamination 
of water by microorgan¬ 
isms, suspended solids, and 
other pollutants. Prevent¬ 
ing animals from urinating 
and defecating in the water 
source will help reduce dis¬ 
ease transmission. Water 
analysis should be taken if 
you suspect water is caus¬ 
ing a problem or when a 
new source of water is de¬ 
veloped. Quality shouldn’t 
vary much for springs 
and wells, but ponds and 
streams will normally be 
lowest in quality during 
late summer. 

Sulfate is present in 
many water sources in 
Kentucky and is com¬ 
monly found in the form of 
calcium, iron, sodium, and 
magnesium salts. High lev¬ 
els of these salts can make 


the water taste unpleas¬ 
ant to animals. Sulfates in 
high concentrations can 
cause diarrhea and lead to 
death in some instances. 
Nitrates in drinking water 
are rapidly becoming the 
most predominant water 
problem for livestock in 
the southeastern United 
States. Nitrate is converted 
into nitrite once digested, 
and is dangerous to cattle. 
Excessive nitrate intake 
may result in a lethargic 
animal and sudden death. 
Animals can adapt to high¬ 
er levels of nitrates if lev¬ 
els are raised gradually, but 
prolonged exposure either 
from feed or water may 
result in lower feed intake, 
depressed growth rate and 
abortions. Stagnant wa¬ 
ters may contain excessive 
levels of bluegreen algae, 
which are toxic and may 
result in death of animals 
as well. 

It is suggested that water 
be placed within 800 feet 
of all areas of the pastures. 
Having water in ideal loca¬ 
tions encourages more uni¬ 
form grazing, and manure 
distribution. Normally, only 
a few animals will drink at 


a given time if the water 
is placed within 800 feet 
of the herd. Drinking will 
become a “social event” 
when livestock must walk 
further distances to water 
because they will travel 
as a herd. This behavior 
causes lounging at the wa¬ 
ter source, manure buildup, 
and increased soil compac¬ 
tion. Placing water within 
800 feet will reduce travel 
time to the water source, 
as well as time standing 
around water, increasing 
time spent grazing. 

The amount of water 
an animal needs each day 
depends upon the animal’s 
size, stage of production, 
and the average daily tem¬ 
perature. Different species 
of animals require different 
amounts of water. Below 
are two tables that give a 
few examples of animal 
requirements. Be sure to 
keep an adequate amount 
of clean water available 
for your animals in order 
for them to perform well.

Fire Up The Grill 

Grilling is one of many peo¬ 
ple’s favorite parts of summer, 
but it doesn’t always have to 
involve hamburgers, hot dogs 
and barbeque. There are plenty 
of creative ways to grill that 
can be healthier for you too. 

We all know, to be healthier, 
we should choose healthier 
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foods. When grilling, you can 
think beyond the staples by 
preparing more nutrient-dense 
foods on the grill. You can suc¬ 
cessfully grill a variety of fruits. 
Peaches and pineapples both 
work exceptionally well on the 
grill as they can be used with 
meat as a main dish or with 
some cinnamon and low-fat 
whipped topping as a dessert. 

Numerous vegetables can 
be grilled including zucchini, 
squash, eggplant, tomatoes, 
onions and peppers. Some of 
these you can place right on 
the grill, but for others, you 
might want to purchase a grill¬ 
ing basket. These are relatively 
inexpensive and usually avail¬ 
able at any large grocery or 


hardware store. 

While grilling fruits and 
veggies may sound simple 
enough, remember that you 
can make any food healthy or 
unhealthy by the way you pre¬ 
pare it. Good examples of this 
are fried chicken compared to 
baked chicken and a raw apple 
versus an apple pie. 

Hamburgers, chicken and 
steak are great grilling options, 
but so are fish and pork chops. 
If you’re worried about your 
family turning up their noses 
at fish that is not breaded, try 
grilling fish they may be al¬ 
ready used to, like catfish or 
cod. They may end up liking it 
more than the fried version. 

Many of you are interested 
in getting the most from your 
food dollars, and you can grill 
on budget. Look for potential 
grilling items on sale at the 
grocery store. When you find 
a good deal, buy multiples. 
Chicken and less expensive 
cuts of beef that can be used 


over several meals in salads, 
fajitas and stir fry dishes are 
great grilling options. When 
you fire up the grill, you can 
use the surplus to prepare all 
your meals for the week at 
once and save yourself time 
during the workweek. Source:

No action taken on draft proposal at Monday's meeting

Entrepreneurs who 
dream of starting and 
owning a small business 
in Casey County might get 
a helping hand in the near 
future. 

Members of the Liberty 
Casey County Economic 
Development Authority 
considered — but took no 
action — on a draft propos¬ 
al on Monday from EDA 
Director Blaine Staat. 

Discussion in past EDA 
meetings has largely cen¬ 
tered on ways to revitalize 
downtown Liberty and at¬ 
tract new businesses. 

With the absence of 
long-time businesses in 
downtown such as King’s 
Dept. Store which closed 
recently, more and more 
vacant buildings are avail¬ 
able. 

Past efforts to attract 
businesses have had mixed 
results, with businesses 
starting out with EDA help 
and then faltering. 

In 2009, the EDA grant-
